Must Have Poll 
Tax to Vote in 
State Elections 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
affirmed a lower court ruling 
that no one can vote in a state 
election in Arkansas without 
having paid the poll tax. 


The ruling means that the* 


main body of Arkansas' new 
voter registration law, Act 19 of 
1964, 
is invalid. • 


However, the Supreme Court 


did not invalidate the section of 
the act which sets up a stopgap 
voter registration system under 
which this year's elections can 
be conducted. 


But the 1965 legislature will 


have to enact another voter reg- 
istration law if the state is to 
have a continuing registration 
system. 


The Supreme Court agreed 


with Chancery Judge Guy Wil- 
liams of Pulaski County that the 
legislature does not have author- 
ity to authorize voting without 
paying the poll tax any more 
than it has authority to change 
other . constitutional qualifica- 
tions for voting such as age and 
sanity. 


The main question to be set- 


tled was whether Amendment 
39, which empowers the legisla- 
tor to set up a registration sys- 
tem repealed either directly or 
by implication Amendment 8, 
which makes presentation of a 
poll tax receipt a requisite for 
voting in state elections. 


Both courts said it did not. 


This means that unless the poll 
tax is removed by a costitu- 
tional amendment the legisla- 
ture ran never set up a system 
under wich persons who have 
not paid the poll tax ran vote 
for state, county or city officials 
or in elections involving local 
issues, such as bond ^issues and 
"industrial development taxes. 


Act 19 was passed at a recent 


special legislative session called 
specificaly to enact voter reg- 
istration 
legisation. The law 


was signed by Gov, Orval E. 
Faubus, attacked in court in a 
friendly suit and held unconsti- 
tutional, all on the same day. 


Arkansas 
a n d four 
other 


states were faced with replac- 
ing the poll tax for federal elec- 
tions on adoption of Amendment 
24 to the U.S. Constitution. 


The other states either have 


set up or are setting up the so- 
called dual system under which 
poll tax payers will be able to 
voter in all elections and per- 
sons who do not pay the poll 
tax can vote only for federal of- 
fices. 


Arkansas was the only state 


which intended to let the free 
registrants vote in all elections,

war in a situation so volatile 
and important to the Western 
world.

the United States wants and is 
not a course that anyone would 
welcome.

in Viet Nam is being controlled, 
supplied and directed by North 
Viet Nam. The Viet Cong have

either a judgment in favor of 
the bank or a judgment in favor 
of Peek. 


It said there was negligence 


on both sides in the transaction. 
The court record shows that a 
S500 check signed by Peek oh 
jehalf of the Peek Farm Serv- 
ce allegedly was increased to 
$22,500 and deposited in the Star 
3ity bank in the name of the 
Peek Finance Co. with McCool 
as the authorized agent to sign 
checks on the account.

Over the years, child psycholo- 
gists have learned that children 
from strict homes, and children 
from lenient homes can both 
grow up to be happy, success- 
ful adults. On the other hand, 
we know that children who are 
spoiled, and children who are 
harshly treated can also grow 
up to be unhappy, malfunction- 
ng adults. Actually, the impor- 
tant factor in discipline is con- 
sistency and motive. 


May Have Wrong Reason 
Parents who discipline too 


much usually do so for the 
wrong reasons. And they are 
not content with punishing the 
child for his offense, but go on 
to make him feel unworthy and 
evil. 


Children accept punishment 


for misdeeds, even severs pun- 
ishment. What is difficult for 
the child is when the mother not 
only punishes him, but tells 
him, "How can you be so 
thoughtless, cruel and selfish? 
You're absolutely hopeless. I 
don't know what I'm going to 
do with you." 
It is this kind of statement that 
damages a child. He's made to 
feel 
worthless and 
hopeless, 


and mothers 
who are lenient 


and mothers who are strict are 
sometimes guilty of this kind of 
behavior. And this is when 


. 
, 
- - 


should not require perpetual dis- 
cipline. Self-control should be a 
built-in part of his behavior, 
and lapses should not occur fre- 
quently. 


• Possibly, you sense that some- 
thing s amiss, but cannot quite 
put your finger on it. The prob- 
lem may not, be that your 
daughter disciplines too much, 
but that the father disciplines 
too little. Discipline is not only 
the mother's job, it is the fa- 
ther's also. For discipline is a 
sign of interest on father's part. 
If a father is indifferent to his 
son, 
he will not. care if he 


breaks the rules. • 
, In speaking with your daugh- 
ter, you might compliment her 
on the good job she's doing wih 
her son, and ask. her if she" ever 
worries whether she.'s too strict. 
You'll probably learn that your 
daughter's thought quite a lot 
about the subject, and that her 
decision to handle your grand- 
son in the vyay she's doing was 
not taken lightly,,, or in an off- 
hand manner.

Eventually, he feels 
that any time he dares to dis- 
agree with his parents, that he 
is bad or evil. 


One of the most frightening 


occurrences is the mother who 
figuratively keeps her children 
in a straight-jacket. Her mo- 
tive is not a wish that the child 
grow up a happy and produc- 
tive individual, but to keep the 
child from growing up. 


This is the mother who forces 


her toddler to wear mittens 
night and day to keep him from 
sucking his thumb. She consist- 
ently worries about what he 
eats, and all sweets and sodas 
are forbidden. She makes him 
wear speial shoes, and if his 
posture is poor, fits a brace on 
his back. 


A Prisoner 


All in all, she straps him in. 


He cannot go in for sports, away 
to camp, or take part in any ac- 
tivity she cannot supervise. This 
type of mother may not dis- 
cipline him too much, but sub- 
tly, she instills in her son, fear: I 
fear of growing up and being on 
his own.

American Ski 
Star Killed in 
Avalanche 


ST. 
MORITZ, 
Switzerland 


(AP)—Buddy Werner, the hard- 
luck American ski star, lost a 
desperate race with an ava- 
lanche Sunday and was killed 
under tons of snow. 


The 28-year-old Olympian was 


taking part in the filming of a 
ski fashions movie with other 
top skiers when the wet spring 
snow thundered down an Alpine 
slope at Samedan, a village two 
miles outside of this winter re- 
sort. 


The 
avalanche 
also 
killed 


Barbara (Barbi) Henneberger, 
23, one of West Germany's top 
women skiers. Fifteen others in 
the group dug themselves out 
or were freed by rescuers. 


"It was a nightmare," said 


Fritz Wagnerberger, 27, a vet- 
eran German racer. 


"We left early in the morn- 


ing and chose what looked like 
a safe slope. Avalanches are 
frequent in the spring, but they 
rarely come down in the morn- 
ing. 


"We were crossing the slope 


in a file while the crew was 
filming when all of a sudden 
the snow gave way under our 
skis. It was about 10 o'clock in 
the morning. 


"Pandemonium broke out. It 


was terrible. We were yelling 
and the screams could be heard 
over the thunder of the snow. 


"Buddy Werner raced down 


in front of me trying to get 
away. He was a little lower 
down and probably thought he 
had a chance to race away 
from the slide. 


"Perhaps he could have done 


it, who can say? He got to the 
bottom, but then he slipped, 
somersaulted and was lying in 
(he snow as the second arm of 
the slide crashed right on top 
of him. 


"I think the same happened 


to Barbi." 


Wagnerberger said those who 


dug themselves out rushed to 
where Werner and Miss Henne- 
berger were buried and dug 
into the snow with bare hands. 
Other skiers from a nearby lift 
came quickly. 


"In the end there were hun- 


dreds helping us," Wagnerberg- 
er said, "but for Bud and Barbi 
it was too late." 


Miss Henneberger's body was 


found in eight feel of snow three 
hours after the slide. Werner's 
body was discovered an hour 
later in 10 feet. Both had suf- 
focated. 


Elsewhere in Switzerland, at 


least four Swiss were still miss- 
ing alter avalanches at Kuess- 
nacht, in central Switzerland, 
and Sargans, near the Austrian 
border. 


Werner, whose first name was 


Wallace, made his home in 
Steamboat Springs, Colo., bul 
in the last decade he spent 
much of his time competing on 
the world's ski slopes. Althougl 
he never won an Olympic med 
al, he was the first American 
male skier to be taken serious- 
ly by the Europeans.

KANSAS CITY (AP)-"lt's a 


matter of principle," Charles 0.

"I'm trying to be nice and 


within the rules but I have more 
moves in mind, if they can't see 
the fairness of this." 


"My manager, 'Ed Lopat, was 


a great pitcher with the Yan- 
kees," Finley said. "I've talked 
to others. It's a fact you have 
to pitch differently iri Yankee 
Stadium than the other nine 
parks, It's unfair.

Imagine 
a grocery delivery boy teaching 
a middle-aged woman how to 
clean her kitchen floor."

As Khrushchev Said in a jibe 


at the war-minded Red Chinese 
who defame him for not being 
war-minded enough: "We didn't 
'ight the revolution in order to 
ive worse." 


Goulash was his way of saying 


le prefers prosperity to revolu- 
ion. It's a reflection of Russia's 
growing affluence, which is a 
good, practical reason for being 
less belligerent and reckless. 


Like the man of 45, Khru- 


shchev isn't anxious to risk a 
nuclear war which would wipe 
out. all the Russians have strug- 
gled to achieve—a better life— 
since the Bolshevik Revolution 
of 1917. 


This makes the Russian-Red 
hinese split, in n very deep 


sense a difference between the 
laves and the have-nots of com- 
munism. 


The Russian masses in their 


revolutionary days, like the Chi- 
nese now, didn't have much to 
lose but their lives and must 
have felt, as their acceptance of 
communism showed, that any- 
thing was better than nothing. 


In time this may prove true 


with the poor of Latin America 
and elsewhere for, where there 
are impoverished millions and 
the wealthy few resist reforms, 
communism has an excellent 
talking point. 


Now after two generations of 


work and privation the Rus- 
sians, as a nation and individu- 
ally, through the acquisition of 
possessions have won a sense 
of domestic security, a condi- 
tion that can dampen revolu- 
tionary ardor. 


At least it can by this reason- 


ing: Revolution disturbs, peace 
preserves. 


This doesn't mean, and Khru- 


shchev's words can't be inter- 
preted as meaning, the Russians 
have become too placid to en- 
courage revolt where it suits 
them if the revolt doesn't risk

NEW YORK (AP) — Prices

Is he getting a 
fair shake? 


So far the charges against 


eight major steel companies of 
conspiring from 1955 to 1961 to 
fix prices on carbon steel sheet 
such as used in autos and 
household appliances are only 
that—the charges are yet to be 
proved in court. 


But sure to be aired in com- 


ing weeks and months is specu- 
lation on how many industries 
have conspired to fix prices and 
also the question: What roles do 
business ethics or fear of pros- 
ecution play in fixing prices, or 
steering clear of fixing them? 


Federal antitrust suits in the 


electrical equipment, steel and 
other industries seek to answer 
these questions. 


Or are prices just quietly ad- 


ministered, as often charged? 
That is, are the giants in many 
industry able to set about any 
price they think most likely to 
bring in the most 
profitable 


volume of sales, and must the 
little fellow just tag along? 


This theory was advanced aft- 


er prices failed to slide much 
in recent recessions in spite of 
sharp fall-offs in demand and 
therefore 
in 
production. 
The 


charge was that the giants were 
controlling supply to maintain 
prices. 


Anotrer postwar charge was 


that the wage-price spiral was 
opposed by neither labor nor 
management, 
that wage de- 


mands weren't fought against 
because companies could just 
raise prices to meet them. The 
charge was complacency at the 
expense of the consumer, with 
his 
unsatisfied 
urge to buy 


many gadgets. 


The theory in a democracy is 


that prices are set by supplv 
and demand. And if monoplies 
are formed, antitrust laws are 
passed to break them up, and 
government 
policing 
protects 


the consumer. Then it's just a 
quest'on of how big is the de- 
mand for Eny product in rela- 
tion to the supply of it—prices 
goin? up when demand exceeds 
supply, and dipping when un- 
sold supplk-s pile up. 


But m today's complex econ- 


omy, this law of supply and de- 
mand often has a hard time 
operating. 


Government 
controls 
often 


keep prices from responding to 
supply and demand. The U.S. 
government used to set the 
price of sugar by raising or 
lowering the amount that could 
be imported. 


It now enters into, or dis- 


cusses, 
international 
agree- 


ments that regulate the supply, 
and therefore the price, of such 
things as coffee, tin, and even 
gold. 


Management can argue that 


if the giants in any industry 
lowered pr'ces enoueh, all the 
little competitors would die, and 
you'd be right back to monop- 
olies.

99 Years Ago 
the Curtain 
Went Down

WASHINGTON (AP)-Ninety- 


hine years ago Tuesday, the 
curtain went down at Ford's 
Theatre with an awful finality. 


That was the night it became 


the most famous—or most, in- 
famous—theater in America. 


The curtain stayed down. The 


building was never again used 
as a theater. It was stained for- 
ever that night with the blood 
of President Abraham Lincoln, 
assassinated while he sat in its 
presidential box and watched 
its last play. 


But now, there is a strong 


and possibly winning campaign 
well under way, with consider- 
able support in Congress, to re- 
store the building to what it 
was the night John Wilkes Booth 
shot Lincoln. 


There is no hope that it can 


be restored by the time of the 
centennial of the assassination, 
April 14, 1905.
